strike. Many of these lines will not 
receive any perishable goods w h at­ 
ever and will accept other freight 
subject to delay. It is ordered that 
all bills of lading for shipm ents 
be 
so marked. 
The Reading, 
the W estern M ary­ 
land, and the Pennsylvania are not 
included in the first call for the men 
to go out, and the impression seems 
to prevail that no such call will be 
made 
before 
next 
Wednesday 
for 
those three lines. 
In the meantime 
some, adjustm ent 
may be 
secured. 
Accordingly 
theae roads 
are 
slow 
to 
announce 
any 
embargoes 
fur 
shipments on their own lines but do 
issue notices concerning freight they 
receive

lf the Reading, the Pennsylvania, 
and the W estern M aryland are kept 
open they can bring in vast quanti* 
ties of foodstuffs and other commodi­ 
ties to

cities. The Western Maryland may not 
Im* so effective as the Pennsylvania, 
as the form er gets its western con­ 
nection through the New York C ent­ 
ral, which has been named as one of 
the roads to be first affected. 
Ju st w hat « H ion will in* taken by 
the employes of the two local roads 
remain* to Im* seen. New spaper dis­ 
patches tell th a t 
on many of the 
lines 
the 
men— particularly 
those 
who have been in the service for 
a 
num ber of year*— will not obey the 
strike order but will remain a t their 
posts, The younger employes do not 
have so much to lose by striking, and 
more to gam in a financial way if the 
strike is a success, so that, if there is 
a walk-out they will likely furnish 
th e great m ajority, it is believed. 
Newspaper editorials on the situ­ 
ation continue to condemn the a tti­ 
tude of the brotherhoods, 
declaring 
their action at the time the country 
is involved in a great international 
crisic to be far from patriotic.
